PUNISHING PROFITEERS. 


For a long time now there has been much talk about pro- 


fiteering in the necessities of life, and there have been demands 
ihat the; alleged be severely punished in the interests of the pub- 
lic. 
When officials try to meet these demands they find them- 


Mjlves seriously handicapped. 


Many persons are quick to make charges of profiteering, 


but they are not willing to back up their charges by becoming 
•witnesses for the government. They are willing for others to 
furnish the evidence and would welcome conviction, but they 
do not want to be mixed up in the affair. 


Most officials who are trying to prevent the taking of un- 


just profits find that the thing which some please to call "pub- 
lic co-operation" is a nebulous thing. It is a case of "let George 
do it." 


The Lever law, under which prosecutions against profiteers 


are brought, is in itself a somewhat indifferent statement of the 
powers given to officials to regulate prices or to take action to 
compel tin- taking only of reasonable profits. 
Some federal 


judges dismiss eases that appear to the public to be plain in- 
•starires of profiteering. 


Prosecutions for alleged profiteering have been disappoint- 


ing to the public. 
It is found that only petty offenders— per- 


.Hons willing to pay a fine rather than fight the case through the 
courts—have been reached by the law. The big fish seem to be 
Jil»l<> to slip through the net.

When officials try to meet these demands they find them- 


Mjlves seriously handicapped. 


Many persons are quick to make charges of profiteering, 


but they are not willing to back up their charges by becoming 
•witnesses for the government. They are willing for others to 
furnish the evidence and would welcome conviction, but they 
do not want to be mixed up in the affair. 


Most officials who are trying to prevent the taking of un- 


just profits find that the thing which some please to call "pub- 
lic co-operation" is a nebulous thing. It is a case of "let George 
do it." 


The Lever law, under which prosecutions against profiteers 


are brought, is in itself a somewhat indifferent statement of the 
powers given to officials to regulate prices or to take action to 
compel tin- taking only of reasonable profits. 
Some federal 


judges dismiss eases that appear to the public to be plain in- 
•starires of profiteering. 


Prosecutions for alleged profiteering have been disappoint- 


ing to the public. 
It is found that only petty offenders— per- 


.Hons willing to pay a fine rather than fight the case through the 
courts—have been reached by the law. The big fish seem to be 
Jil»l<> to slip through the net.
